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I  hirtieth  Annual  Report 

of  the  Hornsey  and  Di  trict  Cottage  Hospital. 


The  Committee  has  the  honour  to  present  “  the  Annual  Balance 
Sheet  ”  from  t  st  Jannary  to  31st  December,  1928,  for  the  information 
of  Subscribers  and  Supporters. 

A  summary  of  the  various  cases  treated  during-  the  period, 
together  with  a  comparative  statement  of  those  recorded  during  the 
two  preceding  years,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  preface. 

The  charges  for  Patients  in  Private  Wards  are  as  heretofore 
viz  :  4  guineas  per  week  (minimum) 

In  compliance  with  Rule  6,  the  following-  elected  members  of 
the  Committee  of  Management  retire  by  rotation,  and  are  eligible 
for  re-election,  viz.:  Mr.  F.  Id.  Dewing,  Mrs.  A.  C.  King,  Mr.  F. 
Oram,  Miss  Pepper  and  Mrs.  W.  G.  Prince. 

The  Mayor  and  Mayoress,  Alderman  W  G.  and  Mrs.  Prince 
ag  on  organized  a  Ball  in  aid  of  the  Funds,  which  realized  £50,  and 
the  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  their  efforts  and  the  sum 
which  was  handed  over. 

The  public  were  admitted  to  view  the  beauties  of  the  gardens 
and  grounds  of  Ernbley  Park,  by  kind  permission  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Crosfield,  on  the  16th  of  May,  a  small  charge  being  made  for  entrance, 
and  the  gro-s  amount — £16  5.  o. — was  given  to  our  Funds,  all 
expenses  being  generously  borne  by  the  hosts. 

The  programme  on  “  Hospital  Saturday,”  23rd  and  25th  May, 
resulted  in  a  total  of  ^80  1.  10..  while  the  Rummage  Sale  realized 
£90  3.  4.,  rather  a  sad  falling  off  from  the  previous  year’s  amount, 
and  this,  in  spite  of  the  customary  and  highly  valued  efforts  of  Mrs. 
A.  C.  King,  the  attractive  display  on  whose  stall  could  not  by  any 
stretch  of  imagination  be  classified  as  “  Rummage  !  ” 

The  Committee  desires  to  record  its  special  appreciation  of  the 
Matron’s  “  Christmas  Draw  ”  which  roped  in  the  considerable  sum 
of  £117,  the  prizes  having  been  provided  by  kind  friends,  doubtless 
on  the  persuasive  solicitation  of  Miss  Johnson. 

The  Linen  League  continues  to  flourish,  thanks  to  the  Ladies 
who  work  so  zealously  on  its  behalf. 
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The  Committee  regrets  to  have  to  record  the  departure  of  Miss 
Watkins  from  the  neighbourhood  For  many  years  Miss  Watkins 
has  been  a  most  energetic  supporter  of  the  Hospital,  and  alwa  s 
rendered  invaluable  personal  service,  the  care  of  the  garden  and 
grounds  being  her  special  province,  and  it  will  not  be  easy  to  fill  the 
gap  which  has  been  left. 

Finally,  the  Committee  desires  to  convey  its  thanks  to  all 
those  who  have  assisted  the  Hospital,  eiiher  by  personal  service  or 
contributions;  also  the  Editors  of  “The  Romsey  Advertiser”  and 
“  The  Hampshire  Advertiser”  for  the  publicity  granted  for  the  needs 
of  the  Hospital  and  the  acknowledgment  of  help  given. 


A  NEW  HOSPITAL? 

This  heading  is  marked  with  a  note  of  interrogation,  but  the 
questi  >n  has  been  answered,  and  the  decisive  reply  has  been  given 
that  Romsey  must  have  a  new  Hospital.  The  present  building 
having  been  found  inadequate  for  our  requirements,  and  necessitating 
sundry  additions  and  alterations  to  bring  it  up  to  date,  even  in  a 
qualified  degree,  a  competent  sub-committee  was  formed  to  go  into 
the  whole  matter.  Professional  advice  was  obtained  in  two  quarters 
and  the  unanimous  opinion  was  that  it  would  be  a  waste  of  money  to 
attempt  to  bring  it  up  to  date,  and  that  the  only  and  proper  course  to 
take  w  >uld  be  to  erect  a  new  building  on  a  site — if  such  were  pro¬ 
curable — more  suitable  for  a  house  of  healing.  Such  a  site  has  been 
purchased,  and  is  situated  just  north  of  Chirk  Lodge,  half  way  up 
the  hill  on  the  Romsey-Winchester  road;  and  the  architect  is  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  area  is  ample,  and  the  position  unequalled.  The  original 
idea  is  to  make  provision  for  30  beds,  included  in  wards  for  men, 
women  and  children  ;  a  maternity  ward  ;  a  few  paying  private  wards  ; 
requisite  installation  of  X-  Ray  apparatus;  accommodation  for  staff, 
out-patients;  waiting  room,  etc.,  etc.  The  plans  are  so  designed  as 
to  admit  of  easy  and  economical  extension  in  future  years,  which  wifi 
doubtless  be  found  necessary  as  population  increases. 

The  number  of  beds  mentioned  above  is  considered  the  minimum 
with  which  we  ought  to  start:  It  may  be  noted  that  the  private 
wards  will  not  only  be  found  a  boon  to  many,  who  can  ill  afford  the 
considerable  charges  made  by  most  private  Nursing  Homes,  but  will 
also  be  a  profitable  source  of  income  to  the  Hospital.  Steps  have 
been  t  >ken  already  to  launch  the  Contributory  Scheme,  which  has 
proved  so  satisfactory  in  the  case  of  similar  institutions,  and  thi>, 
loyallv  supported  and  properly  worked,  combined  with  voluntary 
contributions,  should  make  the  matter  of  maintenance  not  quite  such  a 
source  of  anxiety  to  the  governing  body  as  in  the  past.  It  is  intended 
that  the  Hospital,  like  other  similar  ones  in  the  area,  should  be  affil¬ 
iated  to  and  work  with  the  Royal  Southampton  Hospital,  and 
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equipped  to  deal  with  any  case  where  the  ordinary  general  practition¬ 
er’s  skill  is  available,  and  that  no  case  shall  come  to  the  large  general 
hospital  except  via  the  local  one.  The  above  embodies  the  opinions 
of  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Hampshire  Regional  Committee  of  the 
British  H  ospitals’  Association. 

Nov/  we  hear  someone  asking  and  perhaps  lightly  “  Where  is 
the  requisite  cash  to  come  from?”  The  Committee  has  been 
heartened  by  an  offer  of  £1,000  as  a  start.  Other  such  may  come 
along.  However,  Romsey  needs  this  hospital,  and  must  have  it. 
It  is  up  to  its  Burgesses  and  neighbours  to  see  it  is  paid  for,  anddhat 
the  debt  is  not  prolonged  beyond  a  reasonable  period.

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RULES. 


i  — The  Institution  shall  be  called  “  The  Romsey  and  Distiict 
Cottage  Hospital.” 

2.  — The  Government  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  shall  be  in 
the  hands  of  a  Committee  of  Management. 

3.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  consist  of  :  — 

(a)  The  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  the  Trustees. 

(&)  Representative  Members. 

(<p)  Elected  Members  and 

(d)  Ex-Officio  Members. 

4.  — (a)  The  Representative  Members  shall  consist  of  one 
Representative  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  local  Branch  of 
every  Trade  or  Worker’s  Union,  Association  or  Friendly  Society 
which  shall  have  in  the  previous  year  subscribed  not  less  than  £5. 
The  Elected  Members  have  been  elected  by  the  subscribers  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  1921,  and  shall  be  re-elected  in  accordance  with 
Rule  6. 


(b)  The  Elected  Members  shall  consist  of  at  least  seven  Men 
and  seven  Lady  Members,  all  Members  in  excess  of  14  to  be  either 
Men  or  Ladies  according  to  the  result  of  the  Ballot.  To  give  effect 
to  this,  after  the  Ballot  has  been  taken,  the  first  seven  Men  and  the 
first  seven  Ladies  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected.  1  he 
remaining  Members  necessary  to  complete  the  Committee  shall 
be  taken  in  order  of  precedence  of  the  votes  they  may  have  received. 
The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  the  power  to  co-opt  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen  from  such  outlying  parishes  as  the  Committee  deems 
necessary  to  represent  such  parishes  on  the  Committee. 

5. — The  Mayor  of  Romsey  shall  at  all  times  be  an  ex-officio  member 
of  the  Committee  of  .Management.  All  duly  qualified  Medical  Men 
practising  in  the  Romsey  District  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 

Committee. 
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6—  One-third  of  the  Elected  Members  of  the  Committee  shall 
retire  annually  in  alphabetical  rotation,  but  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-elect  ion. 

7.  — The  vacancies  on  the  Committee  of  Management  caused  by 
the  retirement  of  Members  in  accordance  with  Rule  6  shall  be  filled 
at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers.  Subscribers  (other 
than  Benefit  Subscribers)  of  5 j-  and  upwards  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

8.  — Any  Subscriber  entitled  to  vote  may  nominate  one  subscriber 
of  5/-  or  upwards  for  the  Committee  of  Management,  such  nomination 
to  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the  person  so  nominated  stating 
that  she  or  he  is  willing  to  serve 

9.  — Should  there  be  more  nominations  than  vacancies  an  election 
by  balloting  papers  shall  take  place,  at  which  each  Subscriber  entitled 
to  vote  may  vote  for  as  many  candidates  as  there  are  vacancies,  but 
may  not  give  more  than  one  vote  for  any  single  candidate. 

10.  — No  Subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  unless  her  or  his 
Annual  Subscription  shall  have  been  paid  before  the  end  of  the 
Financial  year,  or  in  the  case  of  a  new  Subscriber,  21  -days  before 
the  Anuual  Meeting. 

11.  —  Every  Subscriber  who  is  entitled  to  vote  shall  receive  not 
less  than  15  days  clear  notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  the  date  of 
which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  of  Management. 

12.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  meet  at  least  once  a 
quarter,  and  five  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

13. ' — The  Committee  of  Management  shall,  at  its  next  meeting 
after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers  in  each  year,  elect  its 
President,  Secretary  or  Treasurer  and  Executive  Committee. 

14.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Elected 
Members  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  or  in  the  Office  of 
President,  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  a  new  Member  or  Officer  may  be 
elected  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  but  the  appointment  shall 
be  subject  to  confirmation  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Subscribers. 

15.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  elect  from  its  number 
an  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  it  on  all  matters  concerning  the 
government  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  except  as  mentioned 
hereafter. 
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16.  — The  Fxecutive  Committee  shall  consist  of  six  Members,  of 
which  two  shall  be  Lady  Members  of  the  House  Committee  'The 
President,  the  Hon.  Treasurer  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  shall  be 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee  Three  members  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

* 

17.  — This  Committee  shall  meet  as  frequently  as  may  be  necessary 
and  at  each  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Management  will  report 
fully  on  the  work  carried  out  on  its  behalf. 


18.  —  The  Executive  Committee  shall 


(1)  Examine  tenders  and  place  contracts  for  the  supply  of  food, 

clothing  and  necessaries  to  the  Institution  ;  and 

(2)  Have  and  may  exercise  all  powers  at  present  vested  in  th  3 
Committee  of  Management,  except  (a)  it  shall  have  no  powers 
to  alter  Rules  without  reference  to  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment;  and  ( b )  it  shall  have  power  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the 
Committee  of  Management  or  among  the  Officers  of  ihe 
Institution. 

19. — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  annually  elect  from  its 
own  members  a  House  Committee  consisting  of  seven  Ladies.  The 
duties  of  such  Committee  shall  be  : 

(1)  To  take  charge  of  and  make  all  arrangements  in  connection 
with  the  domestic  administration  of  the  Hospital. 

(2)  To  report  generally  on  its  work  at  the  Quarterly  Meetings  of 

the  Committee  of  Management. 

(3)  To  inform  the  Executive  Committee  of  any  alterations  which 

it  may  consider  to  be  desirable  in  the  regulations  for  the 
management  of  the  Hospital. 

(4.)  To  give  notice  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  any  repairs  or 
re-decoration  or  alterations  that  it  may  consider  to  be  necessary 
or  desirable. 

(5)  To  engage  the  necessary  nurses  and  servants  at  current  wages 

according  to  the  numbers  laid  down.  (It  is  thought  desirable 
to  affirm  that  the  appointment  of  Matron  should  lie  with  the 
Committee  of  Management.) 

(6)  To  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  any  increase  01  decrease 

in  personnel  that  it  may  consider  desirable. 
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(y)  To  audit  all  housekeeping  accounts  and  pass  them  on  to  the 
Treasurer  for  payment  once  a  month  ;  and 

(8)  To  arrange  that  one  of  their  members  shall  visit  the  Hospital 
not  less  than  once  a  week. 

20.  — All  duly  qualified  Medical  Men  practising  in  the  Romsey 
I  fistrict  shall  be  ex-officio  Members  of  the  House  Committee. 

21.  — The  House  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  fortnight. 
Three  Members  shall  form  a  quorum. 


22.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  publish  a  report  and 
Balance  Sheet  annually,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  Subscribers.  A  copy  of  this  Report  shall  be  sent  tc  each 
Member  of  the  Commitee  of  Management  and  to  Annual  Subscribers 

of  Five  Shillings  and  upwards. 

23.  —  Regulations  for  the  Management  of  the  Institution  may  be 
drawn  up  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  who  shall  have  power 
fiom  time  to  time  to  add  to  or  annul  such  Regulations. 

24.  — No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  these  Rules  unless  sanctioned 
by  two-thirds  of  those  present  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Committee  of 
Management  summoned  for  that  purpose,  and  confirmed  at  a  Meeting 
of  subscribers  summoned  for  that  purpose.
